Tue SUNFLOWER stands ready to 
denounce fraudulent mediumship 
when it is demonstrated that a me- 
dium is a fraud. It is the easiest 
thing in the world to decry a me- 
‘ium and accuse them of fraud, but , 
ifa paper is to be honest to itself 2 
and its patrons it must have evi- 
dence before it goes into print. If 
not, it does more harm than it does 
good. 

What has Spiritualism gained by 
the great fraud cry of the past few 
vears? Every active Spiritualist . 
knows that it has merely cast dis- 
credit on Spiritualistsfand mediums. 
The cases where evidence that wouid 
convict in court has been given are 
so few that it is hardly worth men- 
tioning and the wild ideas of people 
who go to a seance and then rush to 
the newspaper with something they 
know nothing about are not what 
Tue SUNFLOWER is looking for. 

We have repeatedly stated our 
position on the fraud question and 
here it js again: “When you have 
positive evidence that a medium is 
fraudulent, when you can give evi- 
dence that will convict in court, 
give it to us and we will be more 
than glad to give it the widest pub- 
licity. When you have a lot of 
surinises, something that would not 

convict a dog of stealing his dinner, 
we do not want them.” If that 
position is going to cost us sub- 
scribers, we will have to use our 
printing outfit for some cther pur- 
pose than printing a Spiritualist 
paver. But we do not think it 
will. 

Why Spiritualists will insist upon 
‘‘befouling their owas nest”? without 
proper evidence is beyond us. 
Looked at in any way it can only be 
detrimental. 

For instance: 

A certain state association sent us 
a long article to publish, in which 
they denouncéd certain mediums. 
Evidence of fraud was entirely lack- 
ins Not one iota was given to con- 
vince a reasonable person that fraud 
was committed. We do not, say it 
was not—but we do say that noevi- 
was presented to prove it 
We wrote them that we couid 

publish their statement as it 
woul make us liable to an action 
t r libel. But if they would give us 
cvidenee that we could take into 
court and prove the alieged medi- 
uras were trauds, we would be more 
t: 
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ian pleased to print it and give it ! 
he widest publicity possibe.. We 
never heard a word directly from 
them in reply to this letter, but 
thev have had it in for us ever since.

How many people in 
every walk ia life bave had their 
lives and reputations blasted by the 
iving reports of “Mother... Grundy?”

When the neophyte in soul cul- 
ture resolves that henceforth he will 
know and live the truth which will 
make him free—when he starts out 
to hve the true life, he is very often 
disappointed at his tardy progress. 
As with most tasks not easy to ac- 
complish, he finds the first steps 
are the most dimicult. He is con- 
vinced that could he by some 
means evade the early stages, when 
the wayward thots will not be dis- 
ciplined, half the battle would be 
Won.

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That “Refreshing Book”— Obsession. 


Kindly permit me a bit of spage 
again for review in your equaliy 
fair and hospitable columns. 

In your issue of December 23rd, 
occurs this paragraph from Hudson 
Tuttle—‘‘Rev. Bane has not read 
some of the recently published books 
supp»sed to be endorsed by Spirit- 
ualists, or he would have found 
himself discounted. Whata refresh 
ing book ‘Demonism of he Ages’ 
would have been to him.” That is 
“The Demonism of the Ages and 
Spirit Obsession,” a book of nearly 
400 pages, by Dr. Peebles. 

Picking up the glove, I will say 
in all sincerity, that if Hudsen Tut- 
tle had read the “refreshing book,” 
he referred to, and practiced its 
warning teachings, he would have 
saved himself from several of the 
most mortifying and horrible obses- 
sions that ever fell to the fate of a 
poor mortal. To wit, he tells us in 
his “Arcana of Spiritualism” under 
the heading ‘“‘Uncontrollable Desire 
to Kill,” that with fierce ‘‘unutter- 
able hatred,” when influenced, or 
obsessed by an Indian spirit, he 
threw a piece of chalk at his father’s 
head with “such force as to shiver 
the chalk to pieces’’—-and this, too, 
when “angry,” with the ‘‘uncontrol- 
lable desire to kill.” This murder- 
ous ‘‘desire” to kill his father must 
lay at the heart of Mr. Tuttle, him- 
self or to the obsessing Indian spirit 
—doubtless the latter. 

Again he informs us under the 
beading ‘Suicidal Obsession,” that 
when in a circle at Dr. Underhill’s he 
was in an almost unconscious state, 
recognizing the presence of several 
Indian spirits. when suddenly he 
was seized with the desire to rush 
away and throw himself into the 
river,’ the Cuyahoga. He was 
“caught hold of and aroused” out 
of the obsessed condition, and so he 
says—' I gained control of myself.” 
‘‘Mark well” (as such of the Masonic 
fraternity say who have partaken of 
the ‘‘seven libations”) in one case, 
he was obsessed with the “‘uncon- @ 
trollable desire to kill his father,”’ 
and in the other, he was obsessed 
to “commit suicide.” 

Under another heading ‘Treat- 
ment of *“Obsessicn” called usually 
exorcisms, Mr. Tuttle graphically 
tells us of a mediumistic young man 
who, “after attending circles night 
after night, found himself obsessed 
by a power which seemed determin- 
ed upon his destruction, * *.” 
“His (the obsessed man’s) language 
was dreadful to hear, he foamed at 
the mouth, and sought to destroy 
those who spoke to him.” When 
seeing Mr. Tuttle, “he rushed to- 
ward me,” Mr. Tuttle says, “‘like a 
wild beast, raving and foaming at 
the mouth.” Friend Tuttle ‘“‘mag- 
netized him” and helped him, but 
ultimately “lost all control over 
him.” Mr. Tuttle further assures 
us, that, this being ‘‘the most decid- 
ed case of chsession he had ever 
witnessed,” his spirit friends told 
him that “he (this obsessed man) 
was in the utmost danger, and if 
obsession occurred again, they could 
do nothing, and above all things, 
cautioned them against sitting in 
circles.” 

This last sentence of Mr. Tuttle’s 
a caution “against sitting in circles,” 
would have been weli enough if the 
caution had been carefully express- 
ed. Spiritualism, the antithesis of 
materialism. is one of the grandest 
truths in the universe, but, like 
every other good thing, may be 
abused; and those desiring to know 
of its demonstrations, and desiring 
truthful and beautiful messages 
from arisen friends, should avoid 
large, promiscuous circles, conven- 
ing for curiosity, amusment, gold- 
mine-hunting, or any low, worldly 
and selfish purpose.

Love Letter on a Brick. 


Lovers of amatory literature are 
naturally greatly interested in the 
discovery of the Babylonian postal 
card which has just turned up in 
the form of a love letter written on 
a brick by a young man, Gimil, to 
a toung woman, Littie Sheep, 2200 
years ago. That it was not 
a gold brick, so far asthe young 
woman was concerned, is demon- 
strated by ‘the writing fuli of 
affectionate inquiries.” 

While this is not so old by six of 
seven hundred years as Sclomon’s 
impassioned epistles and addresses 
to the Shulamite maiden, it will be 
of interest to observe if it maintains 
the same degree of high temperature 
and if it is as explicit in its general 
physical delineations. 

Solomon wasa grand master in 
the art of jotting down tender and 
effusive sentiments, and if Gimil 
equalled him .in this respect you 
may depend upon it he had got to 
get up mighty early and put ina 
long and strenuous day on his brick. 
Happity the postal laws of Babylon 
were not very oppressive, conse- 
quently Solomon and Gimuil could 
both put down sentiments and 
descriptions on their bricks that 
would make the present third assis- 
tant postmaster general turn a 
series of handsprings.

THOUGHT TRANSMISSION 


The Royal Road to Learning—A Lecture 
Delivered at the New Thought 

Convention.

“I arn the do or: by meifany nan 
enter in, he shall be saved, and he 
shall yo out and in and find pas- 
ture.” 

“The thief cometh not, but for to 
steal, and to kill. and to destroy: 
Iam come that they might have 
jife, and that they might have it 
more abundantly .”— John x. 9-10. 

“And he said unto them: is a can- 
dle brought to be put under @ 
bushel, or under a bed? And not 
to be set ona candle-stick? 

"For there is nothing hid, which 
shall not be manifested; neither was 
anything kept secret, but that it 
should come abroad.”’ 

"If any man have ears to hear let 
him hear. 

“And he said unto them, ‘take 
heed what you hear.” 

“With what measure ye mete, it 
shall be measured to you, and unto 
you that hear shall more be given. 

“For he that hath to him shall be 
given: and he that hath not, from 
him shall be taken even that which 
he hath.—Mark iv. 21-25. 

The above scriptural citations are 
a few words uttered some 2,000 
years ago, by our Elder Brother, and 
give the keynote to the law of life. 
and death, progession atid retribu- 
tion, 

Upon these few words may be 
based the fundamental principles of 
the New Thought movement which 
teaches us that thoughts are things. 

They either kill or make alive. 

“And as a man thinketh so is bhe.” 

The mission of the New Thought 
movement as I understand it, is to 
teach mankind, that the secret of 
his life. health, success, or failures, 
are that his thoughts are his stock 
in trade; and as he builds or, fails 
to build, so will his structure be 
complete or incomplete. Coming 
down the line of time, from the 
ancient expounders of transmission 
of thought. Such as Jesus, Plato, 
Socrutes, Buddha, Confucius, and 
others. 

Among our late philosophers. such 
as Sir Willam Crookes, Dr. Funk, 
Camille Flammarion, Prof. Lodge, 
cf the British Association and many 
other bright and developed minds 
of the present. 

Prot. Lodge, of the British Associ- 
ation, once used the following lan- 
guage. ‘‘May there not also be an 
immaterial, perhaps an etherial 
medium of communication?” 

Is it possible that an idea can be 
transferred from one person to an- 
other by a process such as we have 
not grown accustomed to, and know 
practically nothing about? 

“In this case I have evidence: I 
assert that I have seen it done and 
am perfectly convinced of the fact.” 

Having once seen this article, and 
many other similar ones in print, 
and of which a few pages in one of 
my scrap-beoks are fillec, and I be- 
ing a professional in this particular 
iine, would naturally be attracted 
to any, and everything along this 
line uf thought and teachings. 

I will, by your kind permission, 
endeavor to touch brietly upon the 
Transmission of Thought,in my way 
of thinking and understanding. 

This is a deep subject and none 
of us can afford to appear to be au- 
thorative, except to the degree we 
have reached through demonstra- 
tion. 

This life science is as exact as 
mathematics. Since such is the case 
none of usikan afford to be dogmatic 
as demonstration to one is an end- 
less riddle to another who has not 
developed to that degree of unfold- 
ment. 

Since this is true, my New 
Thought friends, let us not be too 
harsh in our remarks if another ad- 
vances a thought beyond our pres- 
ent rance of understanding, for that 
very thought may unfold itself to 
our understanding as an undeniable 
truth inthe near future. I have 
been a close observer along these 
lines, and have noticed that often 
those that disclaim a thing because 
they had not been able jto demon- 
strate it, turn under embarassment, 
and lay claim to the same thing as 
time goes on.
